Better Times Coming. 

[From the New York Sun. | 
The preponderance of our exports over our 
‘imports, to which we have grown accustomed 
for more than a year, still continues, and in- 
dicates both that the people are more econom- 
ical in their expenditures and that we are 
more and more doing our own manufacturisg. 
The imperts of the first week of this month 
showed a decrease in both dry goods and gen- 
eral merchandise, compared with those of the 
preceding week, the total valuation being 
$ 5,206,018, against $6,813,985, while the ex- 
ports for the week which ended March 4 
amounted to $5,763,155, against $6,382,- 
485. Taking the figures fur- 
nished by the Commercial and 


Financial Chronicle, we find that our imports 
for the first two months of the present year 
amounted to $49.867,256, against $ 60,464,535 
in 1876, a fulling off of more than $ 10,000,000. 
Omitting specie, our cape to foreign ports 
for the week ending with the 4th of this month 
amounted to $5,763,155, and their aggregate 
since the opening of the year up to that date 
was $53,749,206, against $42,148,919 in 1876, 
and against $60,594,691 in the first two months 
of last year. Thus, while the volume and value 
of our exports have declined this year, they 
still keep ahead of our imports, and we thus 
have the satisfaction of selling more abroad 
than we buy there.

Interesting Letters 


{From the New York Sun.) 

The witness, resuming, said that it was in 
the winter of 1875-6 that she was in Mr. Cam- 
eron’s room at the Congressional Hotel. She 
did not know the precise time the improper 
meeting occurred between her and the Sena- 
tor; she did not charge her memory with it. 
It was while she was in the Treasury Depart- 
ment that this night scene took place. She 
did not live with Mr. Cameron after that as 
his mistress. No prince could call her ‘‘mis- 
tress.’’ They continued these improper rela- 
tions, she could not tell how often, but as often 
as Mr. Cameron wished. These relations con- 
tinued until their troubles began. They began 
in the decline of 1875, and ended in June, 1876. 
She went to his place for the purpose in every 
instance. She occupied this room all night 
with Mr. Cameron very often, but objected to 
being called his mistress. She had given birth 
to two living children, both Oliver’s. She had 
never threatened Mr. Cameron that if he did 
not settle with her she would swear that she 


had a child by him. 

Gen. Butler—You did not? Well, let’s see. 

Letter No. 28 was here produced (she had 
already sworn to the authorship) and read, as 
follows: 

Mr. CAMERON: I have consulted with E. C.

I hate 
now found the very best inthe city, who are 
willing to help me. If you wish a final settle- 
ment, you can send me $10,000. Send me the 
amount of $10,000. If Ido not receive it by 
next Wednesday, I will: bring suit. I must 
protect myself. MARY 8S. OLIVER.

P.S.—l am going before the Court next 
week to swear to the truth that you are the 
father of this baby, so that it will not come in 
to the world unprovided for. You have forced 
me te do this because you will not agree to my 
proposition. 

This letter, the witness said, 
before the suit was brought. She thought she 
was ina delicate condition, but the effect of 
the medecine that she took had lingered so jong 
that she was not sure of it. 
ened to swear a child on Mr. Cameron, and 
threatened to send it up to the Senate in 
March, 187 , one month after the suit was 
brought against him. She had never had an 
‘interview with Mr. Cameron after the suit was 
brought; did not know that she had ever 
spoken to him since that time. She sent let- 
ter after letter to him, but met with stern 
denial. 

Mr. Butler then read a letter of Mrs. 
to Mr. Cameron, of December 29, 1879, in 
which shecharges him with seduction, and 
says she would spend the remainder of her 
days in obtaining revenge. 

The witness said she never spoke to Annie 
Davis but once, and that was when she went 
to callonher. Witness said to her that Mr. 
Cameron had said that she (Miss Davis) was 
his wife’s cousin. She replied that then she 
‘must have a great many relatives. The wit- 
ness then made apology for her coming. Miss 
Davis invited her up stairs to herroom. She 
asked Miss Davis what was her influence over 
Mr. Cameron and when he would be here. 
She said that he came from Harrisburg every 
Sunday night. 

* Gen. Butler—Then, how came you to write 
Such an outrageous statement of lies about 
Miss Davis, saying that she was drunk. 

Mr.P eters—We object to this mode of cross- 
examination. It is without precedent. This 
woman is here and should be protected; and 
the course of the examination, as being pur- 
sued, is disgraceful to.

She went 
to Mr. Riddle when she was inthe Treasury 
Department. She told him that she was with 
chiid by Mr. Cameron. She was so‘far en- 
ceinte as to attract the attention of per- 
aoe about the department, and she had to 
eave. . 

At this juncture the plaintiff’s counsel 
raised the objection that the witness was not 
obliged to disclose what conversation took 
place between her and the lawyer when he 
was her attorney. Being subsequently dis- 

charged did not make the statements that had 
hee n made competent evidence. 

The court ruled that the communications 
between counsel and client are privileged, but 
the witness had waiyed Ker mght by coming 
on the stand.

RUINS OF THE SOUTHERN- HOTEL. 


Dr. 8. H. Sonneschein lectured on the above 
subject to his congregation last night. After 
reading from the 12th verse of the 58th chap- 
ter of Isaiah, be said: Whenever I pass 
those gloomy and still in their gloom majestic 
walls of the Southern Hotel, I feel about the 
same impression that I should have if 
passing a man whom. I had known 
years ago asaman of great virtues and still 
greater intellect; aman who had contracted 
friendships by the hundreds and thousands, 
and who, in former times, was surrounded by 
an almost innumerable host of admirers, but 
whois now a shattered, wasted, demolished 
ruin of what he once was. And inasmuch as, 
in passing such a man, 1 would ask myself, is 
he beyond redemption; is there no valm in 
Gilead; can that man not be reformed, 
rebuilt, as it were; is there no 
need for him any more; is there not 
one ainong his former friends to put him on 
his legs again, so to speak; has he no loving 
wife; is he childless and homeless?—so I have 
asked myself nearly the same questions more 
than once when I have stood beside the ruins 
of that great hostelry, gazing, and wondering: 
isitonly the lack of interest—is it only, as 
some say, the indifference of the owner, 
which 1, by -the -way, cannot believe, 
or is 1t that there is some hidden impediment 
in the way of the rebuilding of that house’ 
And when I am told that in no other city such 
a devastation would long remain thus, and 
that it is only in the nature of the citizens of 
St. Louis, in their being slow butsure, intheir 
not being too risky in speculation, in 
iheir disposition to trust more firmly 
in a cent in their own pockets 
than toadollar in somebody else’s—while I 
soliloquize thus I have tried ‘to draw a moral. 
A man is ruined bv the same causes that a 
building is. There are _ buildings the 
foundations of which are only sand, and one 
blast of a storm may level them to 
the ground. And again there are 
buildings whose foundations are laid 
down deep in the rocks, so to speak, and they 
stand so firm that the tempests and waves of 
centuries beat upon them without effect. 
There are buildings dedicated to sacred uses, 
and there are buildings which are constantly 
the scenes of wickedness and reveling; others, 
aguin, are built.solely forthe encouragement 
of education and art, and there are some that 
have been erected for the purpose of destroy- 
ing life, for arsenals, the receptacles of muni- 
tions of war. And soit is with man. 

It is not only an accident that our sacred 
tongue of old and also the rather modern mer- 
cantile language sometimes call a family ora 
firm, a house; because the very passions, the 
very dangers that beset the welfare of men 
have beset the welfare of the house, its 
security and its safety. A house may be de- 
stroyed by a force that has been applied to it 
from the outside, the torch of an incendiary, 
or the bombshell of an enemy surrounding 
the city. Butina great many cases the real 
danger lies within. A pipe may burst, the 
gas fixtures may pot be secure, some inmate 
of the house—in his drowsiness, in his intoxi- 
cation—may stumble over something in his 
way, and fire or water will lay the whole 
building in waste and ruin as a result. Gener- 
ally a man is very careful to shun those dan- 
gers Which are not immediately surrounding 
him; he is very careful not to meet people w ho 
may tempt him to ruin, but he_- sel- 
dom guards himself against his 
enemies within, avarice, sensualism, anger 
andenvy. And if‘’a man is ruined by his own 
passions, his slumbering enemies within, it is 
very seldom that there is a possibility for him 
to be soon rebuilt and reformed. May be 
that if be is of any worth to anybody those who 
are interested in his’ welfare will set their en- 
ergies to work right away removingthe debris, 

clearing everything that isin the way of re- 
construction, will gather around them a great 
many helpmates who will encourage the noble 
work, andina short time that ruined man 
will be again what he once was, wiil be risen, 
ptonix-like, from the ashes of his former 
desolation and witha renewed consciousness 
of self-respect will shine with more brilliant 

virtues than before. Butif the near friends 
of the ruined man do not think him worthy of 
their efforts to redeem him, if in his time 
of moral need brothers and 
sisters stand aloof, he will go 
to decay by degrees, will piecemeal crumble 
and fall until he fin: illy sinks into the lowest 
depths of degradation. 

A great building, apublic building. which, 
by its destruction, is a public loss, will inter- 

est everybody. We find that great scholars 
or artists, great statesmen or writers, who, 
for some reason or other, have fallen so low 
that they are nothing but the pitiful 
remnants of their former grandeur, leave 
a mournful gap in the otherwise  un- 
broken phalanx of progress and civilization— 
while the insignificant man may be replaced 
right away; as in a battle, where every private 
soldier is replaced as soon as he fails, by the 
comrade who stood behind him; if a leading 
officer is-wounded the whole army suffers from 
his loss, and his place is not easily filled with- 
outa strong effort anda happy combination 
of circumstances. 

If great men are not what they should be, 
the creation of the national destiny, the crea- 
tion of the necessity of the age, or of the criti- 
cal hour in history, they will, after their fall, 
never be restored again. Such great men are 
only luxuries of mankind; they are seen and 
admired by a few, but are not recognized and 
wanted by the masses. 

There is another aspect to our comparison. 
If a public institution is destroyed, right away 
there will be others to gain by it. A great 
many who heretofore have looked with envy 
upon the prosperity of that institution will 
feel glad at the downfall thereof. So itis with 
man. It is remarkable that the selfishness of 
men will earry them away from their nobler 
instinets if they find that somebody has been 
unfortunate, if a rival has fallen. ° * 

The Southern Hotel ruins 
one thing more. In one single night we saw 
a terrible change in that neighborhood. The 
evening before everything was alive with 
the hum of human voices, 
moving of human forms, the coming and going 
of carriages; in the morning what a different 
spectacle met the eye, all smokejand ruin. 
Such is man! The greatest man may be in one 
single hour taken down from the pedestal 
of pride, where he had been admired, nay 
almost worshipped like ademigod—in a little 
while after he 1s a mass of moral and physical 
ruin. Ifthatis true of the great men, what 
is the- lesson which we smaller ones have to 
take-to heart? If, as inthe Hebrew proverb, 
‘*the cedars of Lebanon are not free and ex- 
empt from such destruction, what shall be- 
come of the smaller plants upon the wall???

He was not ex- 
pected until Tuesday, but the opportunity of 
getting away for one Sunday, even, from the 
sewer known as the Chicago River, and the 
equally noxious atmosphere of immorality of 
that city, and into the pure airand high grade 
of morality of St. Louis, was too tempting. 
The party are chaperoned by Tom Gallagher.

And Extorting Illegal Fees From 
Steamboatmen. 


He Receives a Warning From Both the Post- 
Dispatch and the Department at 
Washington. 


Perhaps the public is now pretty well con- 
vinced of the fraudulency of civil service re- 
form as practiced by Mr. St. Gem, Survey- 
or of Customs at this port. If the depart- 
ment at Washington is sincere in _ its profes- 
sions, Mr. G. St. Gem ought to be removed 
without further delay. He has violated every 
rule of the new civil service doctrine as enun- 
ciated by the President, and, if for no other 
reason, Mr. G. St. Gem ought to resign for 
shame.

by name, who, so far as the POST-DISPATCH 
knows, is as honest a manas lives.

Young only plays a nominal part in this 
game—Mr. G. St. Gem is the man 
who got up the scheme and put Mr. 
Young up (to. these tricks. There 
have already been given two receipts showing 
that the alleged illegal extortionary business 
was really carriedon. Mr. Young does not 
deny it, nor does Mr. G. St. Gem. 

The office of the Collector of Customs is the 
repository of the records of thetransfer and 
ownership of marine property. All bills’ of 
sale of steamboat property are not valid till 
recorded in this office. The only fee which is 
allowed to be collected is fifty cents for record- 
ing. For the purpose of facilitating the cleri- 
cal work of recording a bill of sale, 

THE GOVERNMENT 
supplies itself with a bill of sale record book, 
which is simply a book of blank forms corre- 
sponding exactly with blanks which it furnish- 
es] gratis to steamboatmen. The Government 
can well afford to give these blanks to the 
steamboatmen, asintheir use it saves to the 
Government many hours in recording them, 
and it is for that very purpose that they are is- 
sued. Throughthe ignorance of -the river 
men, and the cupidity of Mr.G. St.Gem,these 
facts have been carefully withheld from the 
public, and asystem of swindling has been 
going on at the expense of the steamboat 
owner. Deputy Young has blanks printed 
and sells them to the unquestioning vendor of 
marine property. The blank printed for and 
sold by Mr. G. St. Gem is identically the same 
as that furnished by the Government through 
him to the river man. He charges about 
$5 50 for. executing a bill of sale—distributed 
as follows: 33 goes to Mr. St. Gem—the bal- 
ave the Government’s poor little fee of 
SO cents, is poeketed by Mr. Young for 
clerical Jabor, all of which is contrary 
to law and in direct opposition to the regula- 
tion of the Treasury Department which spe- 
cifically prohibits any Custom-house officer 
acting as clerk or attorney for any steamboat 
or importer in the transaction of any business 
Which appertains to the Custom-house. The 
Wisdom and necessity of this regulation is 
seen from the fact that 
ON TWO OCCASIONS 

at least bills of sale have been refused record 
by Deputy Young: simply because they were 
not prepared by him and a fee paid him. 
Such action placed the vendee in great danger 
of losing his entire purchase, and if it had 
been properly reported at the time, would 
have subjected the offender to indictment by 
the United States grand jury. In afew words, 
Mr. St. Gem sells a blank identical with one 
which the Government furnishes him to dis- 
tribute gratis, but by keeping the intended 
recipient in ignorance of the fact that they 
can be had free, he thereby effects the sale of 
his own at outrageously exorbitant prices. 
And by circulating the report that such pa- 
pers prepared outside his office will not re- 
ceive the sanction of his office, he has com- 
pelied the marine interests of the Mississippi 
Valley to pay tribute to his private aggran- 
dizement.

_ fame and victory for the love of woman; no 
more Romeos and Juliets, Heloises and Abe- 
lards, immolating life and happiness upon the 
altar of their love. Hence, our practical 
lover i¢ a young philosopher; he counts

and if he cannot find the ideal Juliet, 
he is pretty sure to content himself with the 


prosaic Mary. 

Very few of us would venture to be as prac- 
tical as Miss Lucy Stone, a native of Massa- 
chusetts, and a woman of rare abilities. She 
Was married in May, 1855, to oneof the lead- 
ers of the abelition party, andin the contract 
this very curious protestation is found ex- 
pressed. 

.. **While we acknowledge our mutual affec- 
tion, by publicly assuming the sacred rela- 
tionship of husband and wife, yet, in justice 
to ourselves and a great principle, we deem 
atadutytodeclare that this act on our part 
implies no sanction of, or promise of, volun- 
tary obedience to such of the preseat laws of 
marriave as refuse to recognize the wife as 
‘an independent rational being. while they 
confer upon the husband ar injurious and un- 
natural superiority, investing him with leza] 
powers which no honorable man would exer- 
cise, and which no man should possess. We 
protest especially against the laws which give 
to the husband: 

**}. ‘The custody ofthe wife's person. 

**2. The exclusive control and guardianship 
oftheirchiidren. . 

**3. The sole ownership of her personal pro- 
perty, and use of her real estate, unless pre- 
viously settled upon her, or placed in the 
hands of trustees, as in the case of minors, 
lunatics, and idiots. 

**4, The absolute right 
their industry. 

**S. Also against laws which give te the 
widowerso much larger and more permanent 
an interest in the property of his deceased 
wife, than they give to the widow in that of 
her deceased husband. 

‘6. Finally, against the whole system, by 
which the legal existence of the wife is sus- 
pended during marriage, that in most 
States she neither has a iegal part in the choice 
of her residence, nor can she make a will, nor 
sue or be sued im her own name, nor inherit 
property. 

‘*We believe that personal independence 
and equal human rights ean never be ferfeited 
except for crime; that marriage should be an 
equal and permanent partnership, and so 
recognized by law; that, ubtil it recog- 
nized, married partners should = provide 
against the radical injustice of present laws 
by every means intheir power. We believe 
that, when domsatic difficulties arise, uo ap- 
peals should be made to existing tribunals; 
but «all difficulties should be submitted to 
the equitable adjustment of arbitrators, mutu- 
ally chosen. ‘Thus, reverencing law, we en- 
ter our earnest protest against rules and cus-

‘The minister, Rev. T. W. Higginson, 
Worcester, who married this remarkable 
couple, in writing toa friend, thus expresses 
himselt:

Marriages in France aad 
land are a sort of royal gambling, an ex- 
alted species of lottery. ey should more 
roperly be called alliances, they are so nice- 
y calculated, a sort of give and take arrange- 
ment. And yet, wherein liesthe mobler in- 
centive, in such a marriage de convenance as 
this, orin a human, congenial and loving 
union as that of G. H. Lewes and 
George Eliot. Must we shut our eyes to 
right and wrong, in order not to sée the 
right? That there is a strange fascination in a 
noble passion there is no contesting ; and when 
one hears of a truly sympathetie union, such 
as the one just quoted, we have all suflicientiy 
loved to be ready to excuse, if not to palliate. 
They did as Lucy Stone suggested; they ap- 
>pealed to arbitrators, mutually chosen, who 
decided their fate for them. 

The life of the English is more like our 
own, only without the same freedom, or, as 
our conventional cousin will have it, loose 
manners of the Americans. Young English 
ladies, however, do walk out in the daytime 
alone, but never inthe evening do they at- 
tend places of amusement or parties with 
ne not even with their betrothed hus- 
wands. Iam told, however, that an engaged 
couple may make a visit of ceremony 
together, but this is an innovation. And 
then when the young lady is married, she is 
not overburdened with freedom, so taat it is 
rather diffieult to determine which is the hap- 
pier period of her existence; the married or 
single state. Wereshe permitted to follow 
the dictates of her heart, she might not miss 
her freedom, but, considering all things, one 
cannot assume that our fair English 
cousins have a pleasant time ef it. The 
Frenchwoman, on the eontrary, while she 
maylead a secluded life, as agirl, is com- 
paratively a free agent as amarried woman. 
She loses none of the thousand marks of de- 
ference lavished upon American women, put 
gains mueh in the advantage of complete 
guardianship, and when the inevitable and 
proverbial rainy day comes, she is equal to 
the emergency, and, without any appearance 
of false pride, falls to and helps the husband. 
She may make bonnets or robes, keep ac- 
counts or sell goods, give lessons in music or 
painting, or utilize, in some way or another, 
one of the many resources she has within 
herself. Philosophers, from time to time, 
have decided that marriage was deata to love, 
and the mary cases proving this -doctrine 
have strengthened the foundations of the 
heresy. There have been, and are, intel- 
lectual beings who are not adapted for 
happy matrimony. There may be too much 
love on the one side, and two much mind on 
the other. Then comes a lack of comprehen- 
sion from the loving one, and a lack of love 
from ‘the intellectual, and thus the little 
wedge of division commencesits work. Alas! 
for the durability of such a union. I wonder 
how the much-honored custom, once ex- 
tent in Zurich, would affect the disposi- 
tion ef such a eouple. When an application 
was made in Zurich for a divorce, based on 
incompatibility of temper, the magistrate, 
according to the customs of the country, bad 
the parties applying shut up in an isolated 
tower onthe lake. There they remained for 
fifteen days, obliged to inhabit the same room, 
having only one bed, one chair,one knife, one 
fork; so that they were entirely dependent 
upon each other for their mutual com- 
fort. If,after this trial, they still persisted in 
theirdemand, then the ordinary procedure 
commenced, and the legal tribunals decided. 
Very frequently the application for divorce, 
at first so warmly solicited, waa entirely aban- 
doned upon the release from the tower. 

There are po marriages more ill-sorted than 
those of Americans with foreigners: as arule 
they prove a mistake. I remember once 
listening to a dissertation upon this very 
subject, from one o& our foreign Consuls. He 
referred, principally, to the bargaining for 
titles indulged in by ambitious American 
mothers, and the actual selling of rich and 
beautiful daughters fora titled name, to the 
cruel treatment they invariably received, tu 
the mutual differences in opinion: their 
diverse religions, customs, and friends. Aud 
it was enough to make one’s heart ache, to 
hear of the cases that had actually come un- 
der his personal Observation. One fact he 
remarked as being particularly noticeable, 
namely, that foreign ladies are rarely soushi 
in marriegé by American gentlemen. There 
may be two reasons for this: First, that thi 
ladies in question have no desire to entomb

somewhere hints that to become a neat and 
obedient housewife should be the highest aim 
of woman. Other Greck writers, when allud- 
ing to familiey, always considered wives as 
inferior to children. It will thus be seen that 
the Athenian law and wisdom recognized the 
respectability of a lawful wife, and 
mot much more. AS near as we may 
judge from history, Aspasia was 
the first woman to change and broaden their 
ideas on this subject. The Athenians wished 
never to acknowledge her as thé levitimate 
wife of Pericles, as it was against the law of 
Athens, under severe penalties, for a etizen to 
marry a foreigner, and Aspasia unfortunately 
was born a foreigner, said to have beena 
Milesian. Noman dared openly oppose Peri- 
eles, butthey so suceeeded in branding with 
infamy the name of his glorious wife, 
that she .was accused of, and tried 
for crimes of which Pericles knew her 
to be innocent. He pleaded for her, not with 
eloquent speech alone, but with falling tears. 
He publicly reeognized her as his cherished 
wife.. That he found in her a companion 
worthy to share his honors and fortune, is 
proved by the constancy with which, at his 
own peril, he stood by herin all her trials 
and vexations, defied the calumnies of the 
hostile rabble, and defended her against the 
unjust laws of Athens. The strange laws 
and customs of different eountries and agea 
have not been limited to the female sex. | 
-am happy to be able to state that men have 
notalways had such easy times and all the ad- 
vantages. These same Greek legislators pun- 
ished a man who remained a bachelor; he was 
obliged to walk, naked, through the market 
lace in the winter, singing a satirical song on 
imself. And underthe laws of Plato, any 
man who did not marry before the age of 
thirty-five, or who married above or below 
his rank, was punishable. In 1695 it was decid-

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LONDON GOSSIP. - 
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A Gambling Duke, a Poor Earl 
at Work, 


A Baroness at Dinner With Tradespeople, and 
a Prince Who Wants a Pulpit. 


{Correspondence of the N. Y. Evening Post. | 

LONDON, February 27.—What a career has 
just terminated by the death of the Duke of 
Newcastle at the early age of forty-five! This 
holder of a distinguished title was the son of 
one of the close college friends of Mr. Glad- 
stone, aman honored by the whole country 
and trusted by his sovereign. The young 
Duke who is just dead began life 
under the most brilliant auspices. He 
was introduced to political life, and every- 
thing seemed to promise well, when he sud- 
denly took to the turf, and that ruined him. 
Independently of some other sources of in- 
come, he had an annual rent-roll of £73,406, 
and was the patron of ten livings. In two 
counties he possessed 35,000 acres of land. He 
married the daughter of Mr. Hope, of Deep- 
dene, Surrey, anamiable and accomplished 
lady, but she experiences through which she 
must have gone must have been bitter in the 
extreme. At the end of all he died away from 
herinan inn in London. The Duk’s disas- 
trous—and it may be said reckless—losses on 


the turf led to the princely domains of the 
Pelham-Clintons being placed in the hands of 
trustees, white the magnificent collections of 
art treasures in the mansion on Carlton Heuse 
Terrace, with the exception of some family 
heirlooms, were Ag om disposed of. It is 
said that in one year the late Duke lost no less 
a sum than £380,000 sterling by betting on 
horseracing. Mr. Gladstone, out of esteem 
for the memory of his friend the previous 
Duke, was the actual business trustee who 
took in hand the affairs of the unfortunate 
nobleman, for the sake of seeing what provi- 
sion could be made for the family. 

A POOR WORKING EARL, 

Speaking of the aristocracy, we have two 
cases down for hearing in the Divorce Court, 
in which noble families are concerned, and the 
public will, itis expected, be regaled with fur- 
ther not very creditable details of conduct in 
‘thigh life.”* A good deal of sympathy is 
felt for the Earl of Desart, the young noble- 
man who was divorced from his wife a 
short time ago.

FEMININE FANCIES. 


How Cutting and Finishing Should be 
Done. 
[Prom the Boston Sunday Herald. ] 

The simplicity, even severity, of the styles 
for street costumes makes its absolutely ne- 
cessary that the cutting and finishing should 
be done in the most skillful manner. As these 
are the distinguishing qualities of first-class 
modists, it therefore happens that the plain 
suits are just as expensive asthe more elabor- 
ate ones have been. In fact, women have not 
yet reached that desirable plane of equality 
with men which consists in the ability to go to 
a tailor, have their measure taken, leave their 
address, and feel that the result will be satis- 
factory, both as to proper fit and proper 
charges. It Ys the restless competition, 
and the knowledge that men know the value 
of money and time, that has brought tailors 
up to their standard. But, now that women 
are wearing plain walking dresses and out- 
side garments cut and finished exactly like 
those of gentlemen, there seems to be no rea- 
son why the oftentimes exerbitant demands 
should be paid, or why the widely-different 
scale of prices should not be brought nearer a 
common and reasonable figure. The chief 
difference in the sacks shown for spring is in 
the material and cutting. The work is about 
the same in all, for they are not trimmed, but 
only finished with machine stitching. Yet 
there is a wide difference in the prices at the 
various shops, not covered by any means by 
the simple difference in cloths. 

The most stylish sacks have a tailor-like cut 
and make. They are made after the style of 
the English walking-coat, with the long waist 
and short cut-away skirt; like the single- 
breasted sack, half cut-away, and the double- 
breasted sack. ‘The new French cloths are 
what is called ‘‘nobby,’’ oh are full of 
color in clouded effects. Dull blues are new 
and very pretty. The vellow shades still hold 
infavor. Colors in corduroy, such as grays, 
drabs and browns, are among the spring im- 
portations. ‘These coats—for such they really 
are—have for their ornamental feature beauti- 
ful great buttons of buffalo horn, which come 
to match nearly all the shades indicated. Sacks 
of this style cost from $16 to $30, while many 
inferior in cloth and general style may be had 
for prices running as low as $7. 

Brocaded cloths in light tints are used for 
more dressy garments of the dolman shape. 
Some pretty garments of this kind are made 
With one or three seams shaping the back, 
square, broad, sleeve-like wings, and a slen- 
der searf front. Feathery passementeries, 
crimped fringes and knife-plaited laces trim 
these — as Well as the pretty little fichus 
of silk and grenadine, which will be worn as 
last year to match the summer dresses. / 

Although a great many of the skirts of/short 
dresses are made with the overskirt drapery 
sewed on, yet some of the stylish dressmakers 
say they shall continue to make the long, plain 
overskirt distinct from the underskirt as well. 
The velvet-flounced skirt will also be made 
as last year, because it is particularly pretty, 
With vest, collar and cuffs as well. 

The vest is the distinguishing feature of the 
stylish costume, for the reason that it affords 
excellent means of introducing bright and 
contrastive effects. Some very elegant goods, 
embroidered by the hand, in brilliant colors, 
are shown for vests am@ revers. 

Plain rows of stitching is a faverite mode 
still for finishing street dresses. Sometimes 
the bottom of the skirt is untrimmed and sim- 
ply stitched, but this is not becoming to any 
but the most petite tigures, to which natural- 
ly belong small feet, that do not need the dis- 
tracting influenee of curves and broken lines.

What it Did for the Shipwrecked Sea- 
men During 1878. 
[From the New*York World.] 
The annual report of the United States Life- 
Saving Service for the past year contains much 
interesting information.

Turing the last year, as shown by the report, 
there were in the districts embraced by the 
service 171 disasters to vessels, on board of 
which there were 1,507 persons and property 
to the amount of ; 
The number of 

vas 226, 183 of which perished in the Huron 
could probably have been saved had there 
near at hand manned bya 
trained crew. The necessity for an increase 
in the service is shown by the fact that in no 
former year have the disasters to vessels reach- 
ed more than 14. Of the two principal 
wrecks, that of the Huron occurred before the 
{ime fixed for the opening of the stations, and 
that of the Metropolis between two stations, at 
such a distance from either as to greatly hin- 
der successful operations. There were also 
four other wrecks. involving the loss of ten 
lives, Which oceurred.when the stations were 
closed, and one, involving the loss of four 
lives, which happened ata distance from the 
station, making prompt assistance impos- 
sible. These facts show that the service is 
not by any means perfect. The stations should 
be opened earlicr and closed later than at 
present for the entire line of coast, and in ex- 
ei positions, such as the whole coasts of 
New Jersey and Long Island, they should be 
kept open and supplied with competent crews 
the whole year round. It is evident, also, 
from last year’s report, thatif the stations 
had been nearer to each other the loss of life 
would have been much less. When it is 
understood that on some _ parts of 
thé coast the distance between the stations is 
from ten to sixteen miles, it cannot be expect- 
ed that the service will be able to render 
proanpt assistance in every, ease. It will be 
seen that to transport a boat and life-saving 
apparatus eight miles along a beach covered 
perhaps with snow and in the teeth ofa furi- 
ous storm is a work requiring. many hours. 
Even a distance of five miles apart, which is 
the minimum under the present system, 1s too 
great for effective service, such as ought to be 
possible at all: times. The improvement in 
apparatus has been marked, and Lieutenant 
Lyle, of the service, has devised a gun and 
shot which weighs but 202 pounds and hasa 
maximum range of 695 yards, an in- 
crease of nearly double the distance 
hitherto practical, witha great decrease in the 
weight of the gun. The breeches-buoy has 
been generally substituted for the life-car at 
all of the pr Ay the difference in weight be- 
tween them being 550 pounds. The recent act 
of Congress ‘‘to organize the life-saving serv- 
ice’’ provides for thirty-seven new stations 
and extends the district considerably. The 
pay of the keepers of the stations is incress2d 
and provision made for the payment of \crews 
during the periods of drill and exercise as well 
as when engaged at wrecks. The expense for 
the next year will therefore be measurably in- 
creased, but the service will doubtiess gain 
much in efficiency.

Thisis nut by 
any means a detect, and is part of the methed 
ot implication by which the story ia told. No 
catalogue is made of the virtues of either Dun- 
ham or Stanniford—one is a high-ohureh 
mmaniac, and the othera dilettante, yet whe 
would not be proud of their triendship? What 
Howells peculiarlyexcels in is his artistic per - 
trayal of the ‘ ‘genuman. ’' While this, too, is 
all done by implication itis done as few other 
men besides Thackeray knew how to do it.

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


The Doctrine of Equitable Easements. 

A very interesting case, and one of great 
interest to property owners, was argued be- 
‘fore the Court of Appeals this week. Itisthe 
case of Hall ys. Wesster. 

It appears that in June, 1869, the Laclede 
Association sold its property (the race track), 
some eighty acres, divided up into fifteen 
blocks wnd 785 lots, and sold at auction, in- 
serting into each deed the following condition: 
‘*That neither said party of the second part’’ 
(viz., the purchaser) ‘‘nor any person under 
him, shal) ever erect or keep, or permit to be 
erected or kept, upon the premises above 
conveyed, any slaughter-house, public stock 
yard, milk dairy, glue, soap, candle or white 
lead manufactory, brewery, bawdy, assigna- 
tion or other disorderly house, or any other 
erection or establishment which may be a 
nuisance to the neighborhood adjacent 
thereto. Upon a breach of this 
condition, then the estate hereby 
conveyed sball inimediately cease and deter- 
mine, and the said property shall immediately 
revert to the said Laclede Association, and 
said association, or its legal representative, 
may immediately take possession of the same, 
discharged of any claim of said party of th, 
second part, or any claiming under him.’’ 

At that sale Wm. A. Hall, the plaintiff, 
purchased a lot in block No. 5 for -$200, and 
Eilert Wesster, the defendant, purchased six- 
teen lots in block No. 13 for $7,000. Hall 
built a house on bis lot, and lives’ there. 
Wesster lives on his lots, and sonic time ago 
erected, at an expense of $2,000, a cow stable, 
containing some twenty or thirty cows, the 
milk from which he sells in the city, and is 
dependent on these sales for the support of 
himself and family. Hall seeks to enjoin 
Wesster from keeping a milk dairy on those 
premises as in violation of the conditions of 
the deed. The Laclede Association does no; 
figure in the case at all. 

It is not alleged that Wesster’s establish- 
ment is a nuisance, or that it is not properly 
kept. In fact, itis a model establishment in 
its way, and Wesster elaims that, in erecting 
his cow-stable, he had good reason to, and 
did, believe that no person would object to 
bis keeping his cows therein, so long as he 
caused no nuisance, annoyance, “inju- 
ry or mischief to any one, 
and that an injunction against 
him would be out of all proportion to the re- 
quirements of justice, and would operate with 
extreme hardship upon him, with no result- 
ing benefit to plaintiff, who lives more than 
one-fourth of a mile off; and that the plaintiff, 
not being ‘‘in the neighborhoed adjacent’’ to 
defendant’s premises, cannot complain. The 
Circuit Court decided against Wesster, and he 
appealed to the Court of Appeals. 

This is the first time that a case of thie kind 
has ever come before a court in the West, and 
there are but very few instances of the kind in 
the East. A great many conveyances of this 
kind Bave been made in this city alone, and 
parties interested are watching this case with 
considerable imterest. It will be some time 
before a decision will beamade.

Mr. Charlies Elliott lately de- 
livered a lecture at the Lydian 
Art Gallery, in Chicago, under the auspices 
of the Decorative Art Association, on ‘‘An- 
cient Grecian Architecture and Ornament,’ 
illustrated by stereoscopic views of buildings, 
columns, freizes and bas-reliefs. 

Mr. Ruskin places the English landscape 
painter, Turner, among the seven great color- 
ists of the world, the other six being, in his 
estimation, Giorgione, Titian, Veronese, Tin- 
toret, Correggio and Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

Mr. R. W. Wallis is pronounced, by the 
Amusement Werld, to be the best landscape 
and marine artist in Chicago. His rocky 
coast scenes are especially good. A ‘‘Sunset 
on the Coast, near Gleucester, Mass.,’’ is 
splendid, with its glow of sunlight and the 
broad shadow cast across the foreground. 

A San Francisco correspondent of the Sac- 
ramento Union says that the lady art students 
in the former city smoke cigarettes. A gen- 
tleman, visiting an atelier, proffered 
one to a member of the _— class, 
and she accepted it, justifying the 
act by saying, ‘‘All of the girls smoke, in the 
other room. You just ought to see the blue 
air when we are allindulging.’’ 

Mr. Thomas Moran is thelatest artist who 
has had agrievance. He has withdrawn from 
membership in the Society of American Ar- 
tists, which is thus explained by the New 
York World: ‘*He sent two pictures, for 
exhibition, one a very large landscape and the 
other asmall one. The Hanging Committee, 
consisting of Mr. Homer Martin, J. Alden 
Weir and Will M.Chase, decided to reject Mr. 
Moran’s large picture, bus assigned the small 
one te an honorable position. Having received 
notice of the action of the committee, Mr. 
Moran rushed precipitately to the gallery, on 
Twenty-third street, and demanded that his 
small picture should be taken down from the 
walls forthwith. Mr. Chase, who was pres- 
ent, tried to comfort the irate artist, and com- 
plimented him on the excellence of his paint- 
ing, but said that, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, it did not come tip to the high stand- 
ard the society had established for 
itself. But Mr. Moran was not to be 
comforted and again insisted on having 
his smaller picture taken down imme- 
diately, and said if it was not done he would 
go up and cut it out of its frame. Of course 
his request was complied with, and the artist 
left the gallery with his picture under his 
arm, saying he would resign and never come 
back apy more.’’ 

Apropos of hanging committees, the Maga- 
zine of Art has a very pungent articie on 
‘“The Council’’ of the Royal Academy, from 
the pen of Wyke Baylis. He says: 
‘<The Academicians who serve as the hang- 
ing committee, have every year the samo 
difficulty ee a Probably no exhibition 


ofa story of suffering, not yet completed, 
that would startie many of us if we could only 
read them. So long as ruined hopes and 
wasted lives mark the path of the great 
Juggernaut of Art, it is the duty of every- 
one, whether painter or writer, within 
the Academy or without, to strive to dosome- 
thing to lessen the evil. The enormous num- 
ber of works sent in, from whieh selection 1° 
to be made, precludes the possibility of any 
sort of justice being done to the artist. Last 
season there were over 8,000 paintings sub- 
mitted, and each work must have been placed 
before the committee, examined, voted upon, 
and its fate sealed, in the average time. of 
twenty seconds. The tendency of this high 
pressure is not only to produce 
individual cases oof injustice, but 
also to lower the standard of English art.Itis a 
well-known fact that the greatest works of art 

do not make their full impressions upon the 
mind at a first glance. A picture of the high- 
est order, therefore—one in which the grada- 
tions of tone are almost infinitely subtle, is 
robbed of its best qualities by being rapidly 
passed before the eyes—often in an oblique 
position, and searcely held stationary a 
moment by the assistants who 
carry it. With this system of = in- 

spection, it is not at all uncommon to find that 
one painter has five or six canvases hung; 
while another, whois known throughout the 
profession to be at least his equal, finds him- 
self left out, with only a letter saying, ‘the 
Council regret that want of space prevents bis 
picture obtaining a place.’ The pictures of 
an artist may have been favorably reccived for 
a long time, until he begins to feel that he has 
faifly earned a position im_ the 
art world. Then, suddenly, they 
arecast out altogether, with no ex- 
planation offered, and he reeeives a blow 
which few men are able to bear without stag- 
gering. At the same time another painter, 

perhaps sending almost for the first time, is 
astonished to find everythiag hung tbat he has 
sent. Elated with his success, so unlooked 
for. he feels that his position is made. But, 

alas, for many a year aftarwards, his pictures 
are found to be uniformly rejected, and as 
much attention is drawn to his failure as was 
at first directed to his success, and there is a 
deep injury left behind, from which re- 
covery is slow and difficult. There is no 
parallel in any other profession to this terri- 
ble uncertainty to which artists are subjected. 

Originality of style or independence of thought 
are scarcely possible to those whose success 
depends on the suffrages of amaverage com- 
mittee. To be in advance of the age, as was 
David Cox, orto dare to think for oneself, 

as does Rossetti, 1s of necessity to be driven 
out or to be classed as eccentric. ’’
